Anjw. The truth of this Relation need not be 
queftioned, fince doubtlefs, nothing is publifhed in 
thofe Papers concerning matter of Faét, but what 
is received from Men of good Integrity: Nor does 
fuch a Death feem fo ftrange in perfons who are 
unkappy.:ind think it no Crime, and believe it will put 
an ab/olute Period to all their Mistortunes. Moft Hi- 
flories that have treated of the Manners and Cuftoms 
of thefe people, have alfo told us, how frecly they 
quit the World in old Age, Sickne(s, or fome- 
times after the lofs oi a dear Friend. Quintus Cur- 
tiay tells us, of avery wife Man amongft them who 
dved after this Manner in Alexanders time; * There 
‘was, fays he, in the Kings Court an dium cal 
‘led Callous, one Celebrated for wiflom in his 
‘wn Couatry who was a very ftritt Philolopher, 
‘and yet in his old age was perfwaded to come 
* to Alexanders Court; this Man having lived Four- 
* {ore and three years without being ever fenible 
* of the leaft ficknefS, a little while after he came 
* into Perfa, finding himfelf affliéted with the Col- 
‘lic, attd feeing that this uninterrupted Courfe of 
* health, which he had always enjoyed, was like te 
“ be changed into tedious pains, and fearing allo 
* to fall into the hands of the Phyiicians, and to 
‘be tormented with the Multitude of their Re- 
© medies, he refolved to dye after this Manner; he 
‘ defired the King to order a Pile of Wood to 
‘be fet up, and when he was wpon it, to fet fire 
“to it. Alexander at firft thought he cou'd eafily 
turn him from fo terrible a Detign, but feeing 
that notwithftanding whatever he covd fay, he 
continued firm in his refolution, he was at laft 
conftrain’d to grant him his requeft; but as he 
had this Philofopher in great Reverence, fo he 
was refolved to honour his Death with a Fune- 
‘ral Pomp, he caufed all his Army to be put in 
battel array, with afl the Elephants which were 
near the Town, he Commanded certain perfons to 
perfume both the wood and the Garments of 
Callanus + he alfo fent him a Purple Robe all co- 
vered with Precious Stones, with a great num- 
ber of Gold and Silver Veffels, and Tapiftries, as 
was ufual in facrifice to adorn the Vidim; Cal- 
Janus being Cloathed thus Magnificiently, was put 
upon an Horfe which the King fent him, but be- 
‘ ing unable to fit him; he was lay’d in a litter 
* whereafter being Crowned witha Chaplet of Flow- 
ers, he began to fing in his own Language un- 
‘ til he had paffed through the Town and came to 
the place where the pile was Ereéted. Where 
having firft praved to the Gods, he obferved all 
the {ame Ceremonies in refpe€&tto himfelf, which 
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the Dead, he then took leave of the Macedoni- 
ans, and embraced all his friends which were 
prefent, and taking fome of ’em by the hand he 
* told them, that atter having loft his health, and 
* feen the greats Alexander, he cared to live no 


they were accuftomed to uf: at the Funerals of 


longer, hecaufe what he moft feared and moft 
defired in this world had happened to him. ‘That 
pain and an Bvil confCience being the only true 
Evils of Life, it had pleafed the Gods to make 
him happy in preferving him from both vatii 
then; but fince after fo many years tranquility, 
pain began to torment his Body, that is,to ruine 
the habitation of his Soul, twasa fgn they wou'd 
have it ftay no longer in it. That altho he had 
always endeavoured to preferve himiclf pure from 
all iSrts of vices, yet he had not been able to do 
it fo abfolutely, but that through the Contagion 
of the body, his Soul had contracted fome fpots, 
which he was a going to cleanie by fire, the pain 
of which woud be very {weet fince it woud free 
him from the Chaia of his Caprivity, which haa 
fo long, hindered him trom Flying to Heaven, 
and returning again into his own Country, And 
having {poke thefe words, he diftributed to his 
Friends the prefents which the King had made 
him, and then very briskly aftended the Pile, 
from whence he fometime Contemplated the Ar- 
my, atterwards he laid himlelf down at his full 
length, and covered his face, and, what was mof 
* turprizing, when the flame feized upon him he 
continued in the fame pofture he had placed him- 
* felf without movitg at ail, or giving the leaft 
* fign of any pain, or fer{ation.
